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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant presents arguments directed to a 
demonstration provided in an interview on December 9, 2002, however the extent of these arguments do not reflect what the applicant has 
claimed. The applicant claims a sanitary napkin characterized by a preferential bending zone on the main body extending obliquely from 
one longitudinal side area of the sanitary napkin to an opposite longitudinal side area and obliquely crossing the longitudinal axis of the 
main body. Further, the applicant sets forth on page 20 of the instant specification these zones comprising the claimed line are formed 
through embossing. The examiner contends that the embossed spots of Mizutani form the embossed line as claimed just as the zones of 
the instant application form the line. The function of the embossed spots of Mizutani may differ from the claimed bending lines of the 
instant application, but that is not what has been set forth in the claims and the alleged difference does not result in an structural 
difference between the prior art and the claimed invention. The same argument holds true with respect to the Fung reference. The 
examiner maintains the position of the final rejection dated August 20, 2002. 
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
